SPLAWN’S ARTICLE 
ON CONSOLIDATION 


5* Note.— This is the third of a series 
of four articles written by Railroad 
Commissioner Walter Splawn for the 
Messenger, concerning the consolida- 
1 tion of railroads. 


Arguments for and against 
Consolidation. 
* 
In the preceding article I have 
called attention to the problem of the 
weak and strong road operating as 
competitors in the same territory. 
Congress called upon the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to consolidate 
these properties so that each strong 
road would be given Its due propor­ 
tion of weak property . so that rates 
could be prescribed that would bring 
a fair return to the roads as a system. 
For many months til" interstate Com­ 
merce Commission has been working 
on this problem of putting the weak 
roads with the strong. 
It has found 
its task a I most insuperably difficult. 
For example, in the northeast, tiler.-* 
are three huge systems that have 
grown up thru the years— the New 
York Central, the Pensylvania and 
the Baltimore «v Ohio. 
The other 
roads of the northeast are relatively 
much w eaker than these three large 
systems, with a few exceptions. 
To 
place all the railroads of the north­ 
east in three systems would perhaps 
be necessary if the m andate of con­ 
gress were obeyed to the letter; that 
is, th a t the strong and weak roads 
should be actually put together. 
But 
th at would make three systems so 
large th a t operating officials are 
skeptical as to wisdom of attem pting 
to do so. 
Moreover, consolidation is 
ii dim I ary, and it is hard to concn 
bow it could be otherwise, for it 
would be very difficult to compt ! a 
railroad to buy another railroad. 
A 
man may be compelled to sell his 
property for public use, but we Lace 
ii 
yet no law to compel a man to 
buy what he does not want. 
Now it 
* as appeared from the hearings that 
th e New York Central coes not care 
to buy the weak roads paralleling it 
The same is true of the Pennsylvania 
a id the Baltimore & Ohio. 
When we come to the west of the 
Mississippi river we get a similar 
situation. 
The strong railroads O' 
the west like the Union Pacific and 
Hall lines, the Southern Pacific, and 
the Santa Fe are not very desirous 
of taking on hundreds and even 
thousands of miles or property that 
have not been able to earn a lie inc; 
We have in tin* southwest a numbei 
of railroads that, front time to time, 
have been in the hands of receivers 
It is tru e that much of the financia' 
I difficulties have been in the ban:' 
of receivers. 
It is true that much <• 
the financial difficulties have been 
due to their being over-capitalized. 
But financially w* ak they are, pilin 
up big deficits from month to month 
and from year to year and passing 
thru one bankruptcy proceeding a 'te r 
another. 
Congress had in mind that 
such properties would be consolidated 
with the financially strong systems 
But it appears to bo very difficult to 
interest the strong competitors In 
taking over these weak non dividend 
paying and frequently bankrupt rail­ 
roads. 
Consequently the 
tentative 
proposal, put out by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in 1921 to 
provoke criticism and thought, con­ 
tains several systems made up almost 
entirely of financially weak roads. 
There are such systems in the north­ 
east. in the southeast, in the west 
and particularly in the southwest 
The so-called systems eighteen and 
H neteen of the tentative plan. Hi* 
consolidation of the Fresco, the Kta 
and the Cotton Belt into one system, 
and of the OW Could lines into the 
Missouri Pacific system, furnish • \ 
a naples of the difficulties which are 
actually met in consolidating these 
ytoads. 
Since 
the commission 
evi­ 
dently was not able to get assurance 
from the strong systems that the} 
would take over all of these south­ 
west 
lines, these tines have 
been 
treated individually and consolidated 
into two relatively local and eompet 
ing systems composed of financially 
weak 
properties. 
A 
strong 
chain 
can not be made up of weak links. 
A strong system can hardly be con­ 
stituted of financially weak railroad 
properties.

SAVING HAY CROPS R. D. ELLIOTT SAVES 
FOR WINTER USAGE! LIFE BY FERR AS AL 


A supply of hay will be of vast 
importance to those who have some 
animals to feed. 
It will not be a 
very easy matter to save too much 
hay and forage. 
The animals may 
consume more than you expect or 
you may see an opportunity to buy a 
few more animals at profitable prices. 
If there is plenty of hay one can 
afford to feed roughage liberally. 
On most farms there are small hay 
fields or patches devoted to sorghum, 
millet, milo, feterita, sudan or other 
crops suitable for hay or forage. The 
crops should be cut and so should 
the hay meadow at the proper state 
of maturity so the hay may be saved 
in fair weather. 
Curing hay requires 
some diligence. 
It takes practice to 
cut and cure hay to get the highest 
possible 
nutrition and palatability. 
Not only must hay-makers have good 
judgm ent, but they must have fair 
w eather and satisfactory equiprmm 
such as teams, mowers, rakes, bah t s, 
forks, etc. 
Shelter is a factor lu saving hay 
and keeping it thru the winter. 
The 
tim e has passed, if it ever existed, in 
the humid belt for u to be profitable 
to leave hay stacked out in the open. 
It may be excusable to leave for a 
Utile while, but it should be under 


I shelter when the winter rains begin. 
! 
More care w ill be Heeded in saving 
i cowpea, soy bean, peanut and alfalfa 
hays than in such as Sudan, Johnson, 
prairie hay, etc. 
The legumes are 
harder to cure, especially where the 
air Is rather humid and there arc’ 
showers and heavy dews. 
Legumes 
are left but a few hours usually be­ 
fore raking into wind-rows and then 
shocking. 
Generally as soon as the 
pea vines are fully wilted they may 
be stacked. 
The method as given is 
to stack around a post four or five 
feet tall with a cross piece at the 
bottom, just above tne ground, to 
provide ventilation. 
This is suitable 
for peas, soy beans and peanuts. 
It is not safe to risk hay in the 
cock any longer than necessary to 
cure so it may be baled and put 
under 
shelter. 
One 
never 
knows 
when there will be rums, hence the 
only sane plan is to get tile hay under 
shelter as soon as possible 
Baling 
saves storage room, retains the flavor 
and makes for quality. 
The cost of 
baling is small, but its benefits great.

AMERICANS TO BE 
PIGEON-TOED RACE 


Following is a letter to the First 
National Bank of Decatur from the 
Texas Industrial Congress: 
“The weevil can live for several 
months without food while inactive, 
but this occurs only after the first 
killing frost, and as it eats cotton 
only and breeds only in the cotton 
squares and bolls, and can live but a 
few days without too® while in an 
active state, by destroying cotton 
growth before frost it will starve to 
death. 
“ If all the cotton stalks and roots 
are turned under by plowing before 
the first frost, practically all of the 
weevils can be destroyed. 
To chop 
off the stalks is not enough, as the 
roots will make a new growth that 
will provide for the weevil. 
If neces­ 
sary, altho it is not good farm prac­ 
tice, the stalks and roots can be raked 
up and burned, but this should be 
done by November 1st. 
“Grass and weeds along fences and 
ditches should be allowed to remain 
until late in the winter, as these form 
a trap in which the weevils hibernate 
and they can then be destroyed by 
burning. 
If every cotton farmer and 
his neighbor will act on these sug­ 
gestions the weevils next spring will 
be reduced ninety per cent. 
“The Texas Industrial' Congress 
wants to get this information to ten 
thousand farmers this fall, and your 
assistance is needed* Your last sub­ 
scription to our work for a better 
agriculture in Texas was for twenty- 
live dollars.
